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A  buildup  In  cold  storage 
holdings  of  turkey  began  In  the 
fall  of  1966  with  the  11  per- 
cent increase  in  the  turkey 
crop.  By  January  1,  1967, 
stocks  reached  267  million 
pounds,  and  have  continued 
well  above  average  throughout 
1967.  With  the  1967  turkey 
crop  up  8  percent,  cold  storage 
holdings  will  likely  continue 
well  above  the  1961-65  aver- 
age through  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 
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SUMMARY 


Production  of  poultry  and  eggs  is 
cut  back  from  the  high  levels  reached  dur- 
ing the  first  half  of  the  year.  Prices 
are  expected  to  show  some  modest  improve- 
ment in  the  second  half. 

Eggs :    With  more  layers  and  a  higher 
rate  of  lay,  egg  production  d\iring  the 
first  half  of  this  year  was  a  record  6,3 
percent  above  last  year.    However,  a 
reduction  in  egg-type  chicks  hatched 
since  March,  coupled  with  a  high  level  of 
culling,  will  slow  production  gains.  By 
winter,  egg  production  may  be  near  year- 
earlier  levels.    For  the  rest  of  1967, 
egg  prices  are  expected  to  improve  from 
August  levels,  but  likely  will  continue 
below  a  year  earlier. 


Broilers :    Broiler  production  through 
June  of  this  year  ran  about  9  percent 
above  a  year  earlier.    But  in  Jvly  the 
gain  was  about  6  percent  above  last  year. 
Chick  placements  and  egg  settings  in  22 
broiler  producing  States  point  to  a  pro- 
duction rate  this  fall  about  the  same  as 
last  year.    Prices  to  growers  for  broilers 
averaged  lU.O  cents  per  pound  in  the 
January  to  June  period,  2.U  cents  under 
the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Prices 
showed  some  improvement  in  July,  but  then 
dropped;  and  in  mid-Axigust,  they  averaged 
12,9  cents  per  pound,  compared  with  13,5 
cents  in  June  and  15.7  cents  in  August 
1966,    Broiler  prices  are  expected  to  rise 
from  current  depressed  levels  as  production 
gains  continue  to  moderate  and  red  meat 
supplies  decline. 


Turkeys:     Turkey  production  this  year 
is  expected  to  total  about  8  percent  above 

1966.  Light  breeds  are  slightly  lower, 
but  heavy  breeds  which  make  up  about  88 
percent  of  the  crop,  are  up  9  percent. 
Most  of  the  increase  in  production  has 
already  occurred.    During  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  a  period  of  seasonally  low 
production,  about  a  third  more  turkeys 
were  slaughtered  than  in  the  preceding 
year.    Slaughter  during  the  heavy  marketing 
season,  September-December,  is  expected 

to  be  only  a  little  larger  than  last  year. 
However,  cold  storage  stocks  are  vrp 
sharply  and  total  supplies  will  continue 
significantly  above  those  of  1966.  Turkey 
prices  are  expected  to  strengthen  from 
current  levels,  but  with  continued  large 
supplies  prices  likely  will  remain  below 
year-earlier  levels, 

EGGS 

Egg  Production  Up  Sharply 

Egg  production  in  I967  has  been 
running  well  above  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
Output  in  the  first  half  of  the  year 
amounted  to  98.3  million  cases,  6.3  per- 
cent more  than  in  the  same  period  last 
year.    July  output  was  record  high,  some 
7  percent  above  July  I966;  August  pro- 
duction may  also  be  record  large. 

This  high  level  of  production  reflects 
a  combination  of  more  layers  and  a  higher 
rate  of  lay.    On  Avigust  1  there  were  310 
million  layers  on  farms,  coi:ipared  with 
29^  million  a  year  ago,  and  the  rate  of 
lay  was  1,6  percent  higher. 

Egg  production  is  likely  to  continue 
above  a  year  earlier,  tho-ugh  by  a  narrowing 
margin  during  the  remaining  months  of 

1967.  On  A\igust  1  pullets  over  3  months 
old  but  not  yet  laying  totaled  86.7  mil- 
lion, 1  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier, 
l-Jhile  pullet  placements  this  year  have 
been  high,  there  also  has  been  heavy 
culling  of  older  flocks.     Ihrough  July, 
slaughter  of  egg-type  birds  in  Federally 
inspected  plants  has  run  about  a  fourth 
more  than  a  year  earlier.    Also,  the 
reduction  in  egg-type  chicks  hatched  since 
March  will  begin  to  show  in  the  number  of 


layers  on  farms  during  the  last  quarter. 
During  the  period  April  through  July,  8 
percent  fewer  chicks  were  hatched  than 
in  the  same  period  in  I966, 

Egg  Prices  Low 

Increased  egg  production  this  year 
has  depressed  prices,  particularly  since 
February.    Prices  to  producers  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year  averaged  32  cents 
a  dozen,  5  cents  under  a  year  earlier. 
Although  USDA  is  buying  dried  whole  egg 
solids  to  help  the  industry  market  the 
larger  supplies,  prices  have  shown  modest 
improvement  from  the  lo\'7  spring  levels. 
Prices  to  producers  in  mid-A\jgust  averaged 
29.8  cents  a  dozen,  up  2,h  cents  from 
June,  but  almost  10  cents  below  the  rela- 
tively high  level  of  a  year  earlier. 

The  price  of  eggs  is  expected  to 
increase  seasonally  this  fall,  but  not  as 
much  as  in  recent  years.    Because  of  lar- 
ger production,  egg  prices  for  the  rest 
of  the  year  will  likely  continue  well 
below  a  year  earlier. 

Civilian  Disappearance  Up 

With  larger  supplies  and  lower  prices, 
egg  consumption  per  person  this  year  will 
show  the  first  substantial  year-to-year 
increase  since  the  early  1950' s.  Since 
1950,  per  capita  consumption  of  eggs  has 
declined  an  average  of  over  k  eggs  per 
year.    In  contrast,  consumption  of  all 
meat  products  except  pork  and  lamb  has 
trended  up  during  the  same  period. 

Military  Purchases 

Military  procurement  of  eggs  through 
June  has  been  larger  than  last  year.  Pur- 
chases by  the  military  increased  sharply 
in  June,  pushing  the  I967  January-June 
total  16  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
Most  of  the  1967  increase  occvirred  in  the 
second  quarter,  with  a  26  percent  increase 
in  purchases,  shell  egg  equivalent,  over 
the  second  quarter  of  I966.    Such  pur- 
chases represented  2  percent  of  second 
quarter  production.    Ihe  January- June 
military  takings  represented  about  1  per- 
cent of  production. 
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USDA  Purchases  "ggs 

In  mid-June,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  announced  plans  to  bviy  dried 
vhole  egg  solids  \inder  Section  32  of 
Public  Lav  320,  to  help  the  industry  move 
large  supplies.    For  the  first  time, 
eggs  bought  for  use  in  the  school  lunch 
program  must  be  from  consxmer  grade 
quality  large  or  medivm  eggs.     Ihe  pvir- 
chases,  which  began  in  mid-July,  repre- 
sented the  first  I'SDA  egg  purchase  program 
since  late  196^^.     Through  September  1,  a 
total  of  2.1  million  pounds  had  been  pur- 
chased at  a  cost  of  $2.8  million.  Pur- 
chases vere  equivalent  to  20?  thousand 
cases  of  shell  eggs. 

'Jse  for  Hatching  'Jp  Sharply 

Eggs  used  for  hatching  broiler  and 
egg-type  chicks  in  the  January-June 
period  showed  a  snail  increase  over  I966. 
However,  since  March  19^7,  the  number  of 
eggs  used  for  hatching  has  been  Just  under 
the  comparable  months  of  I966.  The 
January- June  1967  total  of  I98  million 
dozen  hatching  eggs  represents  over  6.5 
percent  of  production  for  the  period. 
Hatching  egg  utilization  for  the  remainder 
of  1967  is  expected  to  average  close  to 
1966  levels. 

Breakers  and  Storers  T^ke  More  Eggs 

With  sharply  lower  prices  than  a 
year  earlier,  the  volume  of  eggs  broken 
cotnmercially  throvigh  the  first  6  months 
of  1967  reached  the  highest  level  since 
I96U.    Eggs  broken  for  immediate  con- 
sumption showed  a  51  percent  increase 
from  a  year  earlier,  while  the  amounts 
used  for  drying  and  freezing  were  up  36 
and  21  percent,  respectively.  Total 
commercial  breaking  increased  28  percent 
from  first  half  I966  to  I967.    If  breaking 
activity  this  year  follows  a  usual 
seasonal  pattern,  about  1/3  more  eggs  may 
move  through  these  channels  than  last 
year. 

Despite  the  high  level  of  egg  break- 
ing activity  so  far  this  year,  total  egg 
stocks,  on  a  shell  equivalent  basis,  are 
still  not  very  large.    This  is  because  the 
buildup  started  from  the  lowest  January  1 


stocks  of  record.     Total  stocks  on  August 
1  of  2.7  million  cases,  shell  egg 
eq^'oivalent,  were  6h  percent  above  a  year 
ago,  but  15  percent  belov  the  I96I-65 
average.    Shell  egg  holdings  of  369,000 
cases,  which  represent  lU  percent  of 
total  stocks,  were  about  k  times  as  large 
as  a  year  earlier  and  15  percent  above 
average.    Stocks  of  frozen  eggs  were  50 
percent  above  a  year  earlier  but  17  per- 
cent below  average.    The  expectation  of 
continued  large  production  and  relatively 
low  prices  in  the  coming  months  has  pro- 
bably moderated  the  buildup  in  stocks, 

BROILERS 

Broiler  Production  Up 

Biroilers  slaxoghtered  (liveweight)  in 
Federally  inspected  plants  during  January- 
June  were  up  9  percent  over  a  year 
earlier.    But  some  slowing  down  in  the 
rate  of  expansion  of  broiler  production 
began  to  show  xcp  with  J\ine  and  July 
running  about  6  percent  above  the  same 
months  a  year  earlier. 

Chicks  hatched  and  eggs  set  in  recent 
months  point  to  a  further  slowing  in  pro- 
duction gains.     Output  this  fall  probably 
will  be  around  year-earlier  rates.  The 
number  of  broiler  chicks  hatched  in  the 
May-July  period  was  1  percent  imder  a 
year  earlier.    Also,  the  number  of  chicks 
placed  and  eggs  set  in  22  States  indicate 
that  the  number  of  broilers  produced  in 
September  and  October  will  be  only  slight- 
ly above  a  year  earlier. 

Broiler  Prices 

The  heavy  production  of  broilers, 
along  with  larger  supplies  of  beef,  pork, 
and  turkey,  have  resulted  in  reduced 
prices  to  broiler  producers.  January- 
Jiine  prices  to  growers  averaged  lU.O  cents 
per  pound,  2,k  cents  under  a  year  earlier. 
Prices  increased  in  July,  but  then 
weakened;  in  August  they  aversiged  12.9 
cents  per  po^und,  compared  with  15.7  cents 
in  August  1966. 


On  August  3,  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  announced  the  current  program 
to  purchase  cut-up  young  chickens  for  the 
school  lunch  program.     The  first  purchase 
made  on  September  1,  19^7,  amounted  to 
h.8  million  pounds  of  cut-up  young  chickens 
at  a  cost  of  $1.5  million.    IMder  the  1966 
purchase  program  v/hich  ran  from  mid- 
August  1966  to  mid-.Tanuary  19^7,  5^  mil- 
lion pounds  vere  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$17  million. 

Broiler  prices  continue  to  reflect 
large  supplies  of  both  poultry  and  red 
meats.    But  with  broiler  production 
tapering  off  and  prospects  for  a  decline 
in  supplies  of  red  meat,  some  strengthen- 
ing of  broiler  prices  is  expected  in  late 
fall  and  vinter. 

TURKEYS 

Turkey  Production  Up 

Turkey  supplies  are  large  this  year. 
The  number  of  turkeys  raised  in  I967  is 
nov?  expected  to  total  125.6  million  com- 
pared vith  116.5  million  in  I966 — an 
increase  of  8  percent.    Ihe  number  of 
light  breed  turkeys  is  1  percent  lower, 
while  heavy  breeds  show  a  9  percent  in- 
crease for  1967.    Heavy  breeds  account 
for  about  9/10  of  the  production  this 
year.    Among  regions,  only  the  North 
Atlantic  and  East  North  Central  regions 
indicate  a  decline  in  numbers  from  I966; 
the  West  I.'orth  Central  and  South  Atlantic 
regions  are  up  6  percent,  while  the  South 
Central  and  western  Spates  show  gains  of 
22  and  13  percent,  respectively.  Much 
of  the  increase  in  U.  3.  production  is 
accounted  for  in  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Texas, 
and  California.    Each  of  these  h  States 
shows  a  gain  of  1,5  million  or  more  tur- 
keys from  1966  to  1967.     These  Spates 
accounted  for  85  percent  of  the  increase 
in  production. 

Federally  inspected  slaughter  of 
turkeys  in  the  first  half  of  1967~nor- 
mally  a  period  of  seasonally  light  sup- 
plies—was up  31  percent  from  a  year 
earlier.    Federally  inspected  slaughter 
data  for  the  k  weeks  ended  August  2 
increased  3^  percent  over  the  same  period 
in  1966;  Aiigust  production  probably  was 


also  substantially  larger.    Through  the 
remainder  of  1967,  however,  production 
probably  will  not  average  much  above  the 
levels  of  a  year  earlier. 

Turkey  Prices  Lower 

Large  supplies  of  turkey  and  of  other 
meats  so  far  this  year  have  held  turkey 
prices  down.    In  Januaiy-June,  prices  to 
growers  averaged  20.5  cents  per  pound, 
more  than  3  cents  under  a  year  earlier. 
Prices  in  A-agust  averaged  20.6  cents,  a 
little  above  those  of  the  spring,  but  1,2 
cents  under  August  I966.    Much  of  the 
increase  in  the  I967  crop  has  been 
slaughtered  and  moved  into  marketing 
channels  and  present  prospects  are  for 
somewhat  less  competition  from  red  meats. 
But  with  large  cold  storage  holdings  and 
seasonally  increasing  production,  only  a 
modest  increase  in  prices  is  expected. 

Disappearance 

Turkey  meat  consumption  in  I967  is 
expected  to  set  a  ne\-}  record — the  fourth 
consecutive  year  of  increased  per  capita 
use.    Civilian  consumption  may  total 
nearly  9  pounds  per  person,  compared  with 
Just  under  8  pounds  in  I966.  Consumption 
in  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  I967 
likely  will  show  greater  percentage 
increases  over  I966  than  will  the  first 
and  fourth  quarters, 

US DA  Purchases 

In  order  to  help  the  industry  market 
the  record  large  turkey  crop,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  late  J^'oly  initiated 
a  purchase  program  for  young  whole  ready- 
to-cook  turkeys.    The  purchases,  which 
will  be  distributed  \inder  the  school  lunch 
program,  are  authorized  by  Section  32  of 
P,  L.  7^-32.    Through  September  1  a  total 
of  3^.2  million  pounds  had  been  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  $10.7  million.    This  repre- 
sented about  2  percent  of  estimated  I967 
production.    By  comparisons,  the  I966 
program  took  a  total  of  about  13  million 
pounds,  less  than  1  percent  of  production 
at  a  cost  of  $^+.3  mill  ion. 


Military  Purchases 


Turkey  Stocks 


Militarj'  purchases  of  turkey  throvigh 
the  first  6  months  of  I967  changed  little 
frm  the  ccmparable  period  of  I966.  ydli- 
tary  purchases  for  the  year  will  likely 
show  little  charge  from  I966. 

Exports 

Exports  of  turkey  reached  17.7  mil- 
lion pounds  (ready-to-cook  basis)  in  the 
7  months  ended  July  19^7.    Ihis  compared 
vith  1U.7  million  pounds  in  the  first  7 
months  of  1966  and  a  January-July  I96I-65 
a\'erage  of  13.8  million  pounds. 

Ihe  EEC  completed  the  formation  of 
the  Conmon  Market  for  poultry  meat  pro- 
ducts on  August  1^  and  in  doing  so 
adjusted  the  various  gate  prices,  variable 
levies,  and  supplementary  levies.  The 
total  charges  against  thighs,  the  largest 
export  item  among  turkey  parts,  vere 
increased  substantially.  Total  charges 
against  vhole  turkey  and  other  turkey 
parts  vere  lowered. 


An  unusually  large  builattp  in  col^ 
storage  holdings  of  turkeys  began  late 
in  1966  and  holdings  v.'ere  not  worked  dtr.m 
as  much  during  December  1966  as  in 
December  the  previous  year.  Accordingly, 
stocks  on  January  1,  19^7,  were  sharply 
above  both  the  previous  year's  and  the 
1961-65  average,  and  have  remained  rela- 
tively large.    Cold  storage  stocks  on 
August  1  amounted  to  220  million  pounds, 
a  little  more  than  double  those  of  a 
year  earlier. 

POULTRY  FEEDS 

Feed  Prices  May  be  Lower 

Poultry  feed  costs  will  likely 
average  somewhat  lower  this  fall  and 
winter  than  a  year  earlier  if  feed  grain 
crops  are  record  large  as  expected.  The 
corn  .crop  was  estimated  in  AxogusJ;  at 
U,652  million  bushels,  13  percent  above 
the  1966  crop.    A  billion  bushel  soybean 
crop  is  in  prospect,  7  percent  larger 
than  last  year.
